REASONS FOR ALLOWANCE 

The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 

Claim 1 is allowable for the same reasons that claims 1 and 3 of U.S. Patent No. 
6,628,226 to Suzuki et al. (hereinafter, "Suzuki"). 

Additionally, the claim cites the requirement of "an insulating member for 
inhibiting direct current from passing through said insulating member" and an 
"electrically conductive housing [that] is connected to a vehicle body through at least 
said insulating member, [the] ground of [a] transmitting/receiving section and [a] signal 
processing section being electrically connected to at least said electrically conductive 
housing or [an] electrically conductive member." While claims 1 and 3 of Suzuki 
respectively teach these requirements, they do not teach the combination of the 
requirements as presented in claim 1 of the current application. Therefore, a double 
patenting rejection over Suzuki is not appropriate.
